District  Council. 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  t lie  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1921. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  instructions,  with  the  object  of 
reducing  the  time  required  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  preparing 
tin  ir  Annual  Reports  and  in  the  cost  of  printing  them,  that  Reports  of  a 
full  and  detailed  character  (known  as  Survey  Reports)  will  only  be 
required  every  five  years,  and  that  for  other  years  certain  information 
which  does  not  vary  from  year  to  year  should  be  omitted;  these  Reports 
being  known  as  ordinary  Reports. 

The  Annual  Reports  for  the  years  1919  and  1920  are  regarded  as 
being  the  first  of  the  series  of  Survey  Reports. 

I'lie  following  Report  is  therefore  an  ordinary  Report  for  the  year 

1921. 

The  vital  statistics  are  on  the  whole  very  satisfactory,  the  figures 
representing  infantile  mortality  are  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  is  to  be 
regretted,  this  being  chiefly  due  to  the  fairly  large  number  of  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  notified. 

I must  again  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Jas. 
A.  James)  and  the  Health  Visitor  (Nurse  E.  Anderton)  for  the  excellent 
work  done  during  the  year,  and  to  Mr.  Fred  Haworth  for  his  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  this  Report  and  other  services  rendered,  and  also  to 
other  officers  of  the  Council  for  assistance  given.

T— CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

Sc. u let  fevei  was  the  most  prevalent  disease  during  the  year. 
Owing  to  its  mild  type,  possibly  many  children  who  were  affected  with 
sore  throats  were  really  suffering  from  a mild  form  of  scarlet  fever,  but 
no  medical  man  being  called  in,  these  cases  are  not  notified  ; and  as  no 
steps  are  taken  to  isolate  such  cases,  it  is  possible  for  this  to  be  a means 
of  spreading  infection. 

1 wo  cases  of  encephalitis  lethargica  and  one  case  of  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis  were  notified,  but  these  could  not  be  accounted  for. 


> SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS,  AND 
OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  — In  cases  of  general  sickness  a nurse  of  the  Fails- 
worth  and  New  Moston  Sick  Nursing  Association  is  available,  and  visits 
are  made  upon  the  written  request  of  a medical  practitioner.  No 
arrangement  is  made  by  the  Local  Authority  with  the  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation. 

( b ) For  Infectious  Diseases,  &c. — There  are  no  arrangements  for 
the  supply  of  professional  nurses  in  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Where 
efficient  isolation  can  be  obtained  in  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria, 
the  patient  is  nursed  at  home  by  the  mother  or  some  other  member  of  the 
family.  In  cases  where  such  conditions  do  not  obtain,  the  patients  are 
removed  to  hospital  and  treated  at  the  expense  of  the  Local  Authority. 

fhe  County  Authorities  maintain  one  nurse  for  duties  in  connection 
with  their  tuberculosis  scheme. 

Midwives. 

No  midwife  is  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 
There  ary  five  midwives  on  the  Register,  and  all  are  actually  practising. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

On  September  1 2 tli , 1917,  this  Centre  was  opened  in  the  Free 
Library,  where  a room  was  placed  at  our  disposal  every  Wednesday 
afternoon,  from  2 p. m.  to  4-45  p.m. 

Each  child  is  weighed  at  every  attendance  and  the  weight  marked 
on  a small  card,  which  the  mother  keeps,  and  also  recorded  in  a register 
kept  at  the  Welfare. 

Infants  foods  are  supplied  at  cost  price  to  the  mothers,  under  the 
directions  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Medical  Officer  attends  once  each  fortnight,  and  sees  any  cases 
sent  in  by  the  nurse  or  any  mother  who  desires  to  see  him. 

There  are  no  clinics  or  treatment  centres  in  the  district  for  tuber- 
culosis or  venereal  diseases,  these  being  provided  by  the  County  Authori- 
ties at  Oldham  (for  tuberculosis  and  venereal  diseases)  and  Manchester 
(for  venereal  diseases). 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE  LOCAL 

AUTHORITY. 

(1)  Tuberculosis.  The  Lancashire  County  Council  maintain 
various  Sanatoria,  to  which  cases  of  tuberculosis  from  this  district  are 
sent. 

(2)  Maternity.— Occasionally  difficult  maternity  cases  are  treated 
at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  the  Local  Authority  subscribing 
annually  to  this  Institution. 

(3)  Children.  -The  various  Manchester  Hospitals  are  utilised  by 
parents  in  this  distinct  for  treatment  of  children,  these  hospitals  being 
also  supported  by  the  subscriptions  of  the  Local  Authoritv. 

(4)  Fever.  Accommodation  provided  at  Westhulme  Hospital, 
Oldham,  bv  agreement  with  the  Oldham  Corporation. 

(a)  Smallpox.  -Two  beds  are  retained  at  the  Racefield  Hospital, 
Chadderton,  belonging  to  the  Chadderton,  Royton,  and  Crompton  Joint 
Hospital  Board. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegiti- 
mate infants,  and  homeless  children  in  the  district. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

( u)  Infectious  Cases  -All  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  excepting 
smallpox,  are  removed  by  the  Oldham  Corporation.  Smallpox  cases  are 
taken  to  hospital  bv  the  ambulance  belonging  to  the  Chadderton, 
Royton,  and  Crompton  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(b)  Non-infectious  and  Accident  Cases. — The  Council  maintain  a 
motor  ambulance,  loaned  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Societv,  al  the  Depot 
in  Sission  Street  for  use  in  cases  ol  accident  and  non-infectious  diseases, 
a fee  being  charged  for  non-infectious  cases.

workshops,  slaughterhouses,  offensive  trades,  cowsheds,  milkshops, 
stables,  piggeries,  general  premises,  etc. 

Some  3,492  \ isiis  oi  inspections  w ere  made.

The  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  was  68b,  the  number  remaining 
unabated  at  the  close  of  the  year  being  19,  which  were  receiving 
attention.

Smoke  Nuisances.  28  observations  were  taken,  each  of  the  dura- 
tion of  30  minutes,  and  on  10  occasions  the  time  limit  adopted  by  the 
Council  in  February,  1908,  was  exceeded.  The  time  limit  is  as  follows  : — 
Where  1 or  2 boilers  a re  working,  2 minutes  per  hall-hour  ; where  3 
boilers  are  working,  -J  minutes  per  hall-hour ; where  4 or  more  boilers  are 
working,  4 minutes  per  half-hour. 

SA N ITARY  CON  VENIENCES. 

During  the  year  35  pail  closets  have  been  converted  to  fresh-water 
closets,  and  12  additional  wfaler  closets  have  been  provided  at  4 work- 
shops and  6 dwelling-houses.

FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — The  milk  supply  is  derived  from  farms  in  this  and 
adjoining  districts. 

Eight  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Count)  Police,  who  are 
responsible  for  sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  none  of 
these  were  found  to  be  adulterated.  , 

No  examinations  are  made  for  tubercle  in  milk  in  this  district. 

The  administration  oi  the  Dairies,  Cow  sheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders 
is  carried  out  effectively. 

Cowsheds. — There  are  'JO  cowsheds  at  Id  premises,  and  the  approxi- 
mate number  of  cows  kept  is  119.  In  some  instances  there  are  defects 
that  should  be  remedied,  notably  bad  floors  and  walls,  insutlieient  means 
of  lighting  and  ventilation,  bad  yard  surlaces,  means  for  disposal  of 
manure.  It  is  necessary  for  the  health  ol  the  cows  and  the  production 
of  a clean  and  wholesome  milk  supply  that  cattle  should  be  housed  and 
kept  under  clean  and  wholesome  conditions.  Further  consideration  of 
improvements  are  in  abeyance  until  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1914, 
comes  into  operation. 

Dairy. — There  is  only  1 dairy  in  the  district— that  of  the  Failsworth 
Industrial  Co-operative  Society- — where  a full  refrigerating  plant  is 
installed,  and  the  milk  is  chilled  by  a patent  process. 

Milk  Shops. — There  are  10  of  these  premises  in  the  district,  w hich 
were  all  inspected.  Milk  is  kept  under  suitable  conditions  and  the 
vessels  clean. 


Slaughter  Hoists.  There  arc  8 licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the 
district,  but  very  Mule  slaughtering  was  dene  during  the  year.  I he 
slaughter  houses  aie  gcnerallv  in  good  condition,  the  lloors  and  walls 
being"  well  const nuteil  and  in  a good  stall  ol  repair.  No  unsound  lood 
or  meat  was  found  exposed  for  sale. 

Ivikhitoi  si :s.  Ihi  ie  an  40  bakehouses  ip  the  district,  including"  one 
in  which  there  's  mechanical  power.  A number  of  these  are  really  part 
of  a dwelling  house.  Ail  of  these  were  frequently  visited  and  several 
minor  detects  found,  which  were  remedied. 

Oho-ixsivk  Tradj  s.  1 hose  consist  of  a tannerv  and  two  tripe- 
boiling  premises.  All  have  been  in  ex  stence  a considerable  time.  No 
complaints  were  received,  and  the  businesses  are  carried  on  io  as  to  be 
free  from  nuisance. 

No  ease  of  food  poisoning  was  reported  during  the  year. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

This  Act  is  administered  bv  the  County  Police  Authorities. 
Superintendent  Yates  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  particulars 
and  results  obtained  of  samples  of  food,  etc.,  purchased  by  the  Inspectors 
within  ibis  district,  and  submitted  for  analysis  to  the  County  Analyst  : —

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was 
-DO  : Scarlet  Fever  150,  diphtheria  15,  erysipelas  9,  ophthalmia  neona- 
torum 4,  puerperal  fever  4,  malaria  9,  dysentary  1,  encephalitis  lethar- 
gica  "4,  pneumonia  55,  celebro-spinal  meningitis  1. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  last  year  was  401. 

The  cases  taken  to  hospital  were  38  scarlet  fever,  and  4 diphtheria. 

All  the  houses  where  cases  < f infectious  diseases  were  notified 
were  visited,  and  during  home  treatment  were  kept  under  observa- 
tion. The  instructions  given  appeared  to  be  Cr  tried  out,  and 
no  case  ol  exposure  was  found  Disinfection  ol  premises  was  super- 
vised, and  when  walls  and  ceilings  are  dirty  or  paper  loose,  stripping  is 
required. 
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Disinfectants  ^Izal  solution  and  soapj  are  distributed  to  those  homes 
where  Infectious  Diseases  has  been  notified.  1 HO  houses  have  been 
disinfected  during  the  year  ; and  158  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c., 
have  been  disinfected  by  the  steam  disinfector  belonging  to  the  Oldham 
Corporation.

It  will  be  observed  that  a large  number  of  children  are  breast-fed, 
which  is  very  satisfactory,  as  this  is  undoubtedly  the  best  and  cheapest 
food  for  the  baby. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Four  cases  were  notified.  The  County 
Authorities,  being  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Midwives 
Act,  are  notified  of  each  case.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. —Four  cases  were  notified  and  visited  by 
me,  the  number  of  visits  paid  being  27.  These  were  also  reported  to  the 
County  Authorities.  None  ot  the  cases  show  signs  of  injur}’  and  have 
all  fully  recovered.
